Whatever task is faith­ 
fully performed at the appointed time, 
however hard it may have been at first, 
soon becomes comparatively easy, if 
not positively agreeable.

By doing everything thoroughly. 
This cannot he done unless we work 
systematically. 
A workman must ad­ 
just the foundation stones of a great 
building with great care, if he would 
not have it tumble down. 
Want of 
thoroughness is charged upon our age 
as one of its peculiar defects. 
We are 
in a desperate hurry, and this leads us 
to slight our work. 
We are introduc­ 
ing labor-saving processes into the re­ 
gion of mind when the labor itself, as 
a discipline, may be of more import­ 
ance than anything else. 
I doubt 
whether the children of this genera­ 
tion sLart in life with as thorough a 
knowledge, of the fundamental prin­ 
ciples or education as they did fifty 
years 
ago. 
Reading ana writing, 
grammar, arithmetic, geography, are 
slipped over in order to uiaxe way for 
more advanced studies. 
This, in ti 
measure, accounts for the fact that so 
many people find it difficult to master 
any subject satisfactorily. 
No one can 
study a profound proposition to any 
advantage tho postulates of which he 
does not understand. 
8. By working steadily and persist­ 
ently— not always in the same line, or 
in any one line too long at a time—but 
steadily enough to accomplish all that 
needs to be accomplished. 
The more 
one does, tho more he is able lo do. 
The joints of the mind are wonderfully 
limbered by exercise. 
You begin your 
work reluctantly and with an effort—it 
is a task and a grievance—but it must 
be done, and so you address yourself to 
it with as good a grace as possible, and 
it soon grows easy and light, even 
pleasurable, and yon ma: 
when it is over. 
“ How is 
be done?” asked young John o f'his 
father. 
“By doing it,” was tho reply. 
No one can tell what he is capable of 
doing until he has buckled to his work, 
and stuck to it persistently. 
If the 
mind is for the time thrown off it* bal­ 
ance by any petty troubles, tho best 
way to bring it right is to go to work. 
Long intervals of inertia are fatal to the 
health and vigor of the mental powers. 
Some of tho grandest thoughts that 
ever electrified the world have come 
from the minds of those who, in the ex­ 
ercise of an indomitable will, have 
lifted themselves up out of the deep to 
“soar in the empyrean.” 
4. By keeping the mind clear of rub­ 
bish. 
The working capacity of the 
mind is obstructed ny the intrusion of 
silly notions and absurd theories and 
empty fancies, which the man mistakes 
for realities. 
Some of the most prom­ 
ising young men that. I ever knew have 
come to nothing in this way. 
It is also 
very injurious to allow the rooms of the 
mind to become choked with u s e le s s 
lumber—abundant knowledge of things 
that are not worth knowing, to the ex­ 
clusion of that which is of real value. 


Planning. 


When a man is intending to build a 
house, the first thing to be considered 
is “ the cost, and whether he has suffi­ 
cient to finish it.” Then th° plan is 
settled on and drawn to feet and inches, 
so that tho builders, having a “ working 
plan,” may build with exactness and 
certainty, knowing at every step just 
what is to be done. 
In building houses 
we begin always at the foundation; tho 
larger and higher the building is to be 
tho more underground work Is to be 
done. Spires, cupolas, finials, orna 
mentations; these are the finishing 
touches, the last things done. 
There are other ways of building 
houses. Many fine buildings in the 
“ old country” date from successive 
periods of time, a part of them being 
put up by one generation and added to 
by succeeding generations.

There is nothing in it to injure the 
clothes. 
—A Simple Sponge-Cake. —Take five 
eggs, three-quarters of a pound of sifted 
sugar, break tile eggs upon the latter, 
beat all together for half au hour. Take 
the weight of two and a half eggs in 
their shells of flour, and after the time 
of beating is expired stir in the flour 
the grated rind of a lemon and as much 
of the juice as desired, and pour im­ 
mediately into a tin lined with buttered 
paper; place at once into a rather cool 
oven. 
—If the fact can bedemoustrated to 
a cook that meat can be made tender 
by softening the fibers with the action 
ok a little vinegar there will Ihj no 
reason why she should send a tough 
steak to the table, 
lf she can be con­ 
vinced that it is better to turn it over 
on a plate containing a little vinegar, 
salad oil and pepper four or five times 
in a couple of hours, instead of trying 
to make it tender by battering it with 
a rolling pin or cleaver, and so forcing 
out all its juices, she must be obstinate 
indeed if she prefers the latter method, 
and tho sooner her services are dis­ 
pensed with the better for the temper 
and stomach of her employer. 
—Ribbons which 
are very much 
soiled can be made clean and will look 
almost like new ones if washed in am­ 
monia and water. 
ITse half a teaspoon­ 
ful of ammonia to one pint of water. 
Some ribbons after washing or spong­ 
ing, do not need to be ironed, and, in 
fact, are injured by it. These should 
be fastened to a table or long ironing 
board, and, when perfectly smooth, let 
them alone until they are dry. 
If they 
are at all wrinkled when dry, lay a 
cloth which is slightly damp over them 
and press with a hot iron. Black silk, 
if sponged with cold codec and ammo­ 
nia, wul be wonderfully freshened.

Why does a farmer change the crops 
of each field every year, growing first 
clover and grass aud then corn, then 
oats, and lastly, wheat or rye, and again 
seeding down to clover and grass? It 
Is because he knows that these crops 
succeed better when thus grown and 
that he cannot grow the same crop 
every year on trio same ground, wan 
profit. There is a good reason for this. 
It is because the nature of each of these 
different crops is not the same; that one 
seems to rest the soil, that clover

was before, besides adding to it in the 
shape of roots, stems and leaves, a large 
quantity of valuable plant food for tho 
com which follows it; that the culture 
of the corn kills a vast quantity of 
weeds and cleans Hic ground, aud pre­ 
pares it for the oats aud wheat; that 
after tho oats have been grown the soil 
has given up to that crop all the 
strength it }K>sscsscd, aud that it then 
requires help to restore it. This is 
given by the manure and fertilizers 
used to prepare for the wheat or rye 
and the clover aud grass after it, and 
that by this treatment one can go on 
year after year, for a whole life-time, 
growing crops and then leave his farm 
still fertile and useful for his children, 
who may do the same, to be followed 
again by their children. 
This method of culture is called the 
rotation of crops, and the usual rota­ 
tion consists of the four" crops men­ 
tioned, viz.: clover aud grass, corn, 
oats and wheat. This is ca)led the four 
course system. Some fanners add oth­ 
er crops, aud so lengthen the course 
with great benefit to the soil; because 
in Ute four course system there is too 
much grain and too little fodder for 
feeding cattle aud making manure, 
without which good crops cannot be 
grown. There are also not enough of 
the renovating crops, as those are 
called, in which eitner the soil is ma­ 
nured or rested, and restored, or in fact 
renewed in strength aud power to pro­ 
duce the other crops which take more 
from the soil, and are therefore called 
exhaustive. For the principle at the 
bottom of this system of rotation is 
chiefly this: that the farmer must fol­ 
low an exhaustive crop with a renovat­ 
ing one; that is, one that is hard or 
dimcult to grow with one that is easy, 
and so give the soil an opportunity to 
recover before its strength is taxed too 
much. 
Much injury has been done to many 
farms by au unwise neglect ol this pre­ 
caution, and crops of wheat and com 
have been grown year after year, until 
tho soil has been made unable to pro­ 
duce enough to pay the farmer for his 
labor, or to support him and his family 
with comfort. It is in this way that 
farms have been worn out, and people 
have been forced to go further west to 
get new land, that (ne samo wasteful 
practice may be followed. Now, that the 
West is becoming filled up, and the 


pound than to buy pork at half tho 
price if the latter cannot be eaten by 
tho laborer, it would be foolish to 
burn coal in an engine intended for 
wood, so it is equally foolish to force 
food upon the lal>orcr without consult­ 
ing his tastes and wishes. 
Again, when purchased, the consump­ 
tion should be as perfect as possible. 
In cooking, the object should De to so 
prepare food that the most will be con­ 
sumed, preserving in the meantime its 
nutritious qnalities. An engine cannot 
mn if deprived of wood and water, nor 
if furnished with that which is wood in 
name only. Many a farmer has won­ 
dered why his help accomplish so little; 
let him examine the fuel which drives 
the machinery on and his wonder will 
cease. 
Economy suggests that food and 
clothing should not bo thrown away 
until their utility has been exhausted. 
Tho swill barrel and tho rag bag have 
been made the reception of many a 
fortune. In buying, as the articles used 
are subject to destruction, only so much 
should generally be purchased at a time, 
as is reasonably necessary, for the ex­ 
cess is generally an entire loss. 
The laws of hygiene require that all 
food and nourishment should be taken 
at regular hours. 
Tho object of the 
kitchen, then, being to preserve the 
health, it follows that this law should hp 
strictly observed. Its observance lies 
with the husband as well as with the 
wife; for tho laws of tho don*c<»tic pnrt- 
nersnip require mutual 
obligations. 
The kitchen has work that must be j>er 
formed as well as the farm. Punctuali­ 
ty should then be the first law of every 
domestic firm; for all that is gained 
by one partner by a delayed meal 
is invariably lost by the other. 
Ten 
minutes thus lost at each meal is one- 
half hour j>cr day, twelve hours per 
month, and twelvo days j>er year; 
There are many subjects which we 
might consider, but enough has been 
said to show to all that the kitchen plays 
no less important a part iu the financial 
struggles of life than does the farm, the 
factory or tile commercial world. And 
though fortunes may bo annually made, 
yet tho kitchen aud its surroundin 
must say how much of it shall ho 
aside for tho “ rainy days of tho fu­ 
ture.'’ 
Let every parent, therefore, who may 
peruse these lines remember that his 
object in life should not merely be to 
lay in the mind of his boy the founda­ 
tions of knowledge for wresting a for­ 
tune from an avaricious world. Tho 
girls, too, have a part to play in lifo’s 
groat conflict. 
It is not a minor paft; 
it is one which, if neglected, will result 
in financial ruin. To play it well, les­ 
sons mast be taught aud experiments 
tried at some one’s expense. 
To de­ 
termine whom this should be, and the 
folly of teaching girls the use of parlor 
furniture alone, we have only to re­ 
member that many a honeymoon has 
been completely obscured by tho con­ 
tinuous lougiugs for the meals of l>oy- 
hood’s days.—Cor. Western Un rat
